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A TEENAGER has been 
given a three-year ASBO 
preventing him from being 
drunk in England or Wales. 

Jack Harbour, 18, from Gillingham, 
was sentenced by a court this week to 
16 months in a young offenders’ insti¬ 
tution after two assaults. 

But when he is released from deten¬ 
tion he will still be banned from get¬ 
ting drunk anywhere in England or 
Wales. 

Police say the action is part of a 
crackdown on antisocial behaviour. 
Officers said the granting of the order 
came when Harbour was arrested 
after a series of incidents in Medway. 
A spokesman said: “His drunken

behaviour was leading to problems. 
He had been causing trouble and his 
actions were making life a 
misery for those who live 
here and visitors. 

“That is why the order 
was granted for such a long 
period.

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CRACKDOWN ON THE BENEFIT CHEATS 

Police use data 
and tax checks 
to help catch 
benefits cheats

GOVERNMENT officials 
will be checking data 
records this month in a bid 
to catch benefits cheats. 

The Audit Commission, working 
with Medway Council, will use infor¬ 
mation available to bodies such as 
the police, local authorities and pro¬ 
bation boards to ascertain the exact 
make-up of households and detect 
fraud. 

For example, housing benefit data 
can be cross-referenced to employ¬ 
ment and income tax to look for peo¬ 
ple cheating the system. 

Next year Medway Council will 
also be supplying information about 
residents claiming council tax single 
person discount with the aim of iden¬ 
tifying false claims. 

The current exercise - known as 
the National Fraud Initiative - runs 
until the end of October. 

Message 

Alan Jarrett, deputy leader of 
Medway Council, said: “Our partici¬ 
pation in the initiative sends out a 
clear message fraud will not be toler¬ 
ated. Taxpayers’ money funds vital 
services that benefit the community. 

“We won’t hesitate to investigate, 
track down and prosecute those who 
defraud the taxpayer.” 

Yourmedway is working with 


Medway Council to crackdown on 
benefit fraud through our Your 
Money - Your Loss campaign. 

An eight-strong council team is 
currently investigating 200 cases - 
many of which will result in further 
legal action taking place. 

The team uses surveillance tech¬ 
niques - introduced by a Govern¬ 
ment act eight years ago - to catch 
fraudsters in the act and build up 
enough evidence to take them to 
court. 

Our popular campaign was set up 
to expose the con-artists who ripped 
off more than £400,000 of taxpayers’ 
money last year alone - cash which 
could be used for the community. 

Cllr Jarrett said: “I want everyone 
to realise benefit fraud is a crime 
that won’t be tolerated. 

“Medway Council take the theft of 
public money very seriously. 

“This is money that could be spent 
on providing essential services to the 
community. 

“Anyone caught cheating the sys¬ 
tem will be prosecuted and will have 
to repay what they have stolen - and 
they could be imprisoned.” 

During the last year 41 fraudsters 
were prosecuted for cheating the 
benefit system. 

A further 46 received formal cau¬ 
tions, while three more were given 
administrative penalties.

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Miliband urged to 
stop Kmgsnorth plan

GREENPEACE campaigners have 
urged Ed Miliband, head of the 
government’s newly-set up climate 
change department, to axe plans to 
build a new coal-fired power station 
at Kingsnorth. 

The pressure group’s executive director John 
Sauven said the opening of a dedicated energy 
and climate office was a positive move, but 
called for fresh ideas to help tackle the world’s 
climate crisis. 

He was speaking after last week’s cabinet 
reshuffle landed Miliband a new job and 
Swale’s MP offered his first miniterial role. 

He said: “For the last ten years this 
Government has dithered on climate change, 
offering us inspiring rhetoric, but little in the 
way of real action. Bringing energy and climate 
together at last reflects the urgency of the 
threat we face from climate change. 

“Hopefully Ed Miliband will champion efforts 
to boost renewable energy and energy efficien¬ 
cy as part of a plan to create the green-collar 
jobs that Britain has so far lost to our European 
neighbours. 

“The first test of his credibility will be 
whether he stops the UK’s first new coal-fired 
power station in more than 30 years at 
Kingsnorth. 

“It’s vital that the civil servants who blocked 
progress on renewables and energy efficiency 
for so long at the Department for Business are 
left where they are. 

“Miliband’s new team needs to bring fresh 
thinking and new ideas to the challenge of cli¬ 
mate change. Central to this must be a new, low

carbon economy based on green manufacturing 
and green jobs.” 

Prime Minister Gordon Brown unveiled his 
cabinet reshuffle on Friday morning. 

Peter Mandelson, who was twice forced to 
resign from Tony Blair’s cabinet, was the sur¬ 
prise inclusion, named as the new business sec¬ 
retary. He replaces John Hutton who moves 
into the defence role previously headed up by 
by Des Browne. 

Paul Clark, MP for Gillingham and Rainham, 
was appointed a junior minister at the 
Department for Transport. He will be 
Parliamentary Under Secretary, working with 
Lord Andrew Adonis and Jim Fitzpatrick MP 
under the Secretary of State Geoff Hoon. 

Mr Clark, 51, had just been at the Brook 


Theatre in Chatham to help launch Medway 
Black History Month on Saturday when he 
heard the news. 

He said: “I am absolutely delighted to be asked 
by the Prime Minister to be a Minister for 
Transport. 

“I have always said it is great honour to be 
elected as a Member of Parliament, doubly so to 
represent my home town. 

“But now being asked to be a minister in such 
an important aspect of all our lives - whether it 
is as a rail commuter, driving on our road net¬ 
work, navigating our coasts and waterways, util¬ 
ising cycle paths, bus routes or footpaths -1 am 
extremely privileged to have this opportunity.” 

The father-of-two has been in Parliament 
since 1997. 


Securitas raiders 
were old friends 

TWO cage fighters were the master¬ 
minds behind the £53 million raid on the 
Securitas depot in Tonbridge, a court 
heard this week. 

Paul Allen, 30, and Lee Murray, 29, 
then fled to Morocco, a jury at the Old 
Bailey was told. 

Allen, from Chatham, was extradited 
to the UK, but Murray remains in jail in 
the north African country. 

On trial is Allen and Michael Demitris, 
32, from Bromley Common, south 
London. Both deny conspiracy to rob, to 
kidnap and to possess a firearm. 

They are accused of conspiring with five 
other men who were jailed in January on 
kidnap, robbery and firearms charges. 

Sir John Nutting QC, prosecuting, said 
both men were old friends and both 
worked part-time as cage fighters - a no¬ 
holds barred form of martial arts. 

He told the court telephone records 
revealed they spoke regularly in the 
days leading up to the robbery which 
took place on February 21, 2006. 

The trial continues. 

Inquiry into fire 
that killed man 

A CARAVAN blaze which killed one man 
and injured another is being investigat¬ 
ed by police and firefighters. 

The incident took place in the grounds of 
River House, Hoo, with emergency crews 
being called on Saturday at 4.36am. 

Crews from Strood and Hoo initially 
attended the blaze, but called for support 
when they realised the seriousness of 
the incident. 

“Our firefighters were confronted by a 
fire which was well alight and called for 
back up from Cliffe and Medway,” said a 
Fire Service spokeswoman. 

The identity of the man who died has 
not yet been released, but next of kin have 
been informed. The second victim’s 
injuries were said to be “not life-threat¬ 
ening”, but he is still in hospital. 

The blaze is not being treated as 
suspicious.

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Commuter route 
earns reprieve 
after campaign

THE peak-time Chatham to 
Cannon Street service has won a 
reprieve from rail bosses who had 
threatened to cancel the 
commuter route. 

Southeastern had planned to axe the 
service next December once its trains began 
operating on the Channel Tunnel rail link. 

The announcement was met with anger by 
hundreds of commuters, who said the move 
would add hours to their daily journey. 

One worker, who gave her name as 
Rebecca, said: “My concern is the 
introduction of the domestic high-speed link 
in 2009. 

“With those trains going to St Pancras, the 
remaining domestic services are to be fewer 
per hour to Victoria and Cannon Street, with 
additional stops making the service slower. 

“The reason, we are told, is that more 
people will move over to the high-speed link. 

"This is unlikely to happen in significant 
numbers, particularly as Cannon Street has 
the highest percentage of London stations 
and commuters are able to walk to work.” 

The commuters’ cause was picked up by 
Chatham and Aylesford MP Jonathan Shaw, 
who started a campaign last year which has 
succeeded in forcing rail chiefs into a U-tum. 

Mr Shaw said he was delighted the service 
had been saved. 

He said: “The company appeared to be 
pursuing a reduction in the Cannon Street 
service but the overwhelming public 
response was against any such reduction. 

“Commuters were very anxious and 
frustrated that the decision was set in stone

and they were being cast aside. 

“The Cannon Street service is an 
important commuter link and I challenged 
Southeastern to improve but above all keep 
the service.” 

“I welcome the announcement that the 
peak-time service will be retained. This is 
great news for all Medway commuters and I 
am grateful to Southeastern for listening to 
people’s concerns.” 

In a statement, Southeastern’s managing 
director Charles Horton said: “We have 
worked with Jonathan Shaw and listened to 
local rail users’ concerns to maintain current 
capacity on mainline routes into London 
terminals. 

We want to offer passengers a choice 
between high-speed and mainline service. 
The timetable will meet those aspirations. 

“Southeastern appreciates Mr Shaw wants 
a better and fairer deal for commuters and 
we will continue to deliver a quality of 
service the people of Chatham deserve.” 




Contract secures Queen's future 


A £1.8 MILLION restoration contract was 
signed on Friday which will secure the 
future of the Medway Queen. 

Bristol boat-builder David Abels has 
agreed to take on the mammoth 
construction job - made possible by National 
Lottery funding. 

He will take the vessel to Bristol to carry 
out the labour-intensive work of rebuilding 
the vessel’s entire hull. 

Members of the Medway Queen 
Preservation Society oversaw the signing of 


the contract, which is a huge milestone in 
the ship’s illustrious story. 

Mayor of Medway David Carr, and 
Chatham and Aylesford MP Jonathan 
Shaw, also attended the signing at Chatham 
Historic Dockyard on Friday. 

The Medway Queen was one of the flotilla 
of Little Ships that ferried soldiers from 
Dunkirk to England in 1940. 

After being taken out of service in 1963 
she narrowly avoided being scrapped and 
has sunk twice. 



Poison fish and eels 
show river's healthy 

A VENOMOUS fish has been found in the 
Thames Estuary during a two-year 
monitoring programme looking at sealife in 
north Kent. 

The Greater Weever, which can grow to up 
to half a metre and has poisonous spines on 
its back, was one of 60 species recorded in the 
study. 

Other fish caught included sole, cod and sea 
bass as well as unusual species such as the 
short-snouted seahorse, European eel and 
John Dory. 

The data was gathered by the Environment 
Agency and the Zoological Society of London 
to record how fish populations have reacted to 
pressures such as development, dredging, 
cargo vessel traffic and commercial fishing. 

Fishery officer Emma Barton said: “The 
diversity and abundance of fish is an 
excellent indicator of the health of the 
estuary. 

Monitoring provides us with crucial 
information that helps shape the way we 
manage future development.” 


Scrapheap challenge aims 
to engineer more interest

Woman driver terrified as 
racist yob spits with rage 

A TEENAGE yob is being sought by police 
after racist abuse was hurled at a terrified 
woman motorist.

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The councillor spoke to Simon Robinson about representing her community, her dismay at plans for 
new coal-fired units at Kingsnorth and her desire to get young families involved in the political process 


Q 


.Can you tell us a little about yourself? 


A My main focus in life is my family -1 have 
four children and nine grandchildren, so 
keeping in touch with everyone takes a lot of 
time. Children grow so quickly it is easy to 
stop being a part of their lives, so I spend quite 
a bit of time visiting the various families. 

My husband, Madhu, is in care but I like to 
take him out or bring him home most days of 
the week, even if it is only for a couple of horn’s. 

Q How did you get into local politics and become a 
councillor? 

A Madhu and I had always been interested in 
politics and have been keen Liberal, then 
Liberal Democrat, supporters for as long as I 
can remember. We have moved around a lot but 
after coming back to Gillingham in 1993 - our 
children had grown up here - we got actively 
involved and I ended up becoming a councillor 
on the old Gillingham Borough Council. 

Q What ward do you represent and what are the key 
issues it faces? 

A My ward is Gillingham North, and Andy 
Stamp, Cathy Sutton and I have a lot to 
do in keeping up with all the developments. 
At the moment we have the issue of ammoni¬ 
um nitrate still at Chatham Docks, the new 
Medway College Campus, the huge develop¬ 
ment going on between the docks and the 
Strand, the transformation of the Black Lion 
Leisure Centre into the new sports complex, 
the setting up of a controlled parking zone 


in the ward etc. etc. Not to mention all the 
various personal problems we deal with for 
residents.

What are the best bits about being a councillor? 


A For me it is the feeling of satisfaction you 
get when a resident has come for help and 
we have managed to stand up for the individ¬ 
ual against the system and get the problem 
sorted. Also there is the opportunity to meet 
lots of interesting people as we go around our 
wards - and I seem to learn something new 
from people every day.

And the worst parts? 


proper say in any decision. In a true democra¬ 
cy the power company concerned would have 
been made to fund a full public inquiry so 
everyone could learn the facts and assess the 
real impact a new coal-fired power station 
would have on our air quality - and also 
whether it is really needed or not. 

Even at the planning meeting elected mem¬ 
bers were effectively gagged by the legal advice 
and not permitted to voice their true objections.

What do you like to do in your spare time?

I put on weight easily and I have noticed the 
pounds going on since I got back on the coun¬ 
cil after a four-year gap. There is also the 
issue of the present ‘cabinet’ system of local 
government which takes away the chance for 
ordinary councillors to take part in proper 
debate and decision making. 

Q What stance does the Lib Dem party have on the 
Kingsnorth development issue? 

A The first, and main, objection we have is 
that there has been absolutely NO oppor¬ 
tunity for the residents in Medway to have a 


A What spare time? If I am not at council 
meetings or with family I like to travel, 
cook, read, knit and garden. I am also actively 
involved with a local church and do a bit of vol¬ 
untary work there - it keeps me in touch with 
people and reminds me that Medway council 
and politics are not the centre of the universe. 




Anything you'd like to add? 


A I wish more younger people with families 
would take a bit more interest in the politi¬ 
cal process. It is disheartening on the doorsteps 
to have the parents of young families say that 
they can’t see what difference it makes, or that 
the local council is nothing to do with them. 

The future of the town is in their hands and 
their children have to cope with the problems 
we leave behind us.

A MAJOR anti-terrorism exercise 
is taking place across the county 
this week involving police and 
Army units. 

It started on Monday with a demonstration 
of bomb-disposal techniques at the Kent Police 
training centre in Maidstone. 

But Exercise Border Fist also took place at 
other locations over the last three days and is 
continuing until Friday. 

It involves police officers inventing alert 
situations and contacting the Army which 
responds as if it was a real emergency. 

Deputy Chief Constable Adrian Leppard 
said: “This is a way for us to examine how 
effective our co-operation with other agencies 
such as the Army is, as well as test out our 
command and control structure.” 

Major Mark Austin of the military’s Royal 
Logistics Corps added: “We are playing this for 
real - responding to incidents exactly as we 
would a real emergency.” 

Exact details of the mock alerts have not 
been released as those involved are still evalu¬ 
ating results - and details of any future exer¬ 
cises cannot be revealed or the results would 
be meaningless. 

“We can’t say what’s going to happen as that 
would give the Army information they would 
not have in a real-life emergency,” said Mr 
Leppard. 

Monday’s exercise was based on the scenario 
of a post office robbery in which the raiders 
had left an improvised nail-bomb outside the 
building to tie down police units. 

It took place in a mocked-up street used by 
the force for training operations. 

Soldiers from a Folkestone-based bomb- 
disposal squadron took part alongside police. 

“Our team arrived with the area cordoned 
off, as would happen in a real alert,” said 
Warrant Officer Andy Stedman. 

“We then deployed what we call the wheel¬ 


barrow - a robot bomb-disposal device which 
can approach the bomb and relay pictures 
back to our command truck.” 

The robot is equipped with a weapon on its 
front which fires an intense burst of cold water 
to knock out the explosive circuits and render 
the device safe. 

“It’s a system we have developed from long 
experience,” said WO Stedman. “It acts in a 
nano-second and prevents the timing device 
from detonating.” 

A soldier in a 42kg anti-blast suit then goes 
up to the device to ensure it no longer poses a 
threat. 

Sergeant David Humphreys took on the role 


during the exercise - he has done it for real in 
British Army operations abroad. 

“We call it the long walk,” he said. “It’s 100 
per cent concentration - there is no room for 
nerves.” 

After he is sure the device is no longer a 
threat he collects evidence such as materials 
and possible fingerprints. 

“This exercise went well,” said Mr Leppard. 
“But we have to be vigilant. Anyone seeing 
anything suspicious should contact the police, 
whether or not an operation like this is run¬ 
ning. 

“If they do call us and it is just an exercise 
we will know.” 


KENT’S Chief Constable Michael Fuller 
has confirmed he is considering applying to 
become the next Commissioner of the 
Metropolitan Police. 

In an exclusive interview, the county’s top 
officer told our sister paper Kent on Sunday 
that he had not decided yet if he should 
enter the contest to succeed Sir Ian Blair, 
who stepped down on Thursday afternoon. 

Bookmaker William Hill has slashed the 
odds on Mr Fuller, who is 49, taking 
Britain’s top policing job from 14/1 to 10/1. 

And asked if he was putting his name for¬ 
ward, Mr Fuller told KoS: “I haven’t decid¬ 
ed about it yet, I am genuinely undecided. 

“I know the demands of the job and it’s 
something I will give a lot of thought to. It’s 
not something I would take on lightly.” 

Before joining Kent Police as chief cons¬ 
table in January 2004, Mr Fuller had been 
with the Met since starting as a cadet in 
1975. When he arrived he was already 
tipped to be a strong candidate for the Met 
Commissioner’s post. 

Violent 

While with the Met he came up with a 
strategy that led to the Met’s anti-burglary 
initiative, Operation Bumblebee. He also 
established Operation Trident, the cam¬ 
paign to stop black-on-black gun crime, and 
helped set up the Racial and Violent Crime 
Task Force. 

As a detective superintendent based in 
the Home Office, he gave regular advice to 
the Home Secretary and was later appoint¬ 
ed deputy assistant commissioner (director 
of intelligence) at New Scotland Yard. 

He is known to value “police operational 
independence and political neutrality”, and 
describes his style as “firm but fair with a 
no-nonsense approach”. 

In the past he has spoken out to back his 
rank-and-file officers in their battle with 
the Government over pay. 

Race is an ever-present issue in the capi¬ 
tal, and under Mr Fuller’s command Kent 
is one of only two forces to receive an ‘excel¬ 
lent’ rating for diversity. 

Mr Fuller holds an honorary doctorate of 
laws from Sussex University and the 
University of East London. He is a non¬ 
practising barrister and was called to the 
Bar at Lincoln’s Inn in July, 2007. 

Kent Police Authority renewed Mr 
Fuller’s appointment as chief constable 
three weeks ago.

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Why people's choice for 'Angel 
of the South' was cast aside

ONE of the public’s favourite 
designs for the giant £2 million 
landmark at Ebbsfleet - dubbed the 
‘Angel of the South’ - has been 
dumped, it emerged this week. 

The confidential results of a major public con¬ 
sultation, exclusively obtained by our sister 
paper Kent On Sunday, also revealed that one 
of the designs still in the running was one of the 
least popular. 

Judges named a shortlist of three designs by 
Daniel Buren, Richard Deacon and Mark 
Wallinger last week. 

But the results of the consultation show a 
design by Christopher Le Brun, backed by 49 
per cent of the public, failed to make it through 
to the next round of the selection process. 

A design by Rachel Whiteread, who grew up 
in Ebbsfleet, was also dropped by judges. 

Nest 

However, Richard Deacon’s design, which 
was backed by only 14 per cent of people, was 
shortlisted by the selection panel chaired by 
the director of Margate’s Turner Contemporary, 
Victoria Pomery. 

The geometrical design would be a painted 
steel latticework outlining a “stack” of 26 differ¬ 
ently shaped polyhedrons, which he describes 
as a “nest”. 

The fact that there would be 26 “modules” is 
to reflect that there are 26 letters of the alpha¬ 
bet, because Mr Deacon sees writing as the cor¬ 
nerstone of western culture. 

But his inspiration seems to have been lost on 
some of the public, one of whom described the 
work as “take three Curly Wurlys and apply 
gentle heat. Freeze and put into a display case.” 

More than 40,000 shoppers at Bluewater took 



part in a three-month consultation from May to 
August. A further 10,000 people submitted 
their comments via the internet. 

The iconic sculpture will stand at Springhead 
Park looking out over Ebbsfleet Valley, 
Ebbsfleet International station and the 
Thames Estuary. 

The giant Ebbsfleet Landmark Project is 
being billed as the UK’s largest and most signif¬ 
icant public art commission since Antony 
Gormley’s Angel of the North. 

Eurostar, Land Securities and London & 
Continental Railways, the company behind 
High Speed 1 which will provide fast rail links 
between London and Kent next year, have 
organised the project. 

Mark Wallinger’s design for a white horse 
was the early favourite to win the commission, 
though Kent County Council has been trying to 
organise opposition to the design, claiming a 
prancing Invicta-style design would be more 
appropriate. 



There have also been concerns that the Turner 
Prize winner’s giant steel structure may be 
impossible to build and prohibitively expensive. 

The current insiders’ hot favourite is French 
conceptual artist Daniel Buren who is propos¬ 
ing what he calls a ‘signal’ - a tower made of 
five stacked cubes containing a vertical laser 
beam that will reach indefinitely into the sky. 

Wallinger and Buren were both backed by 56 
per cent of the public. 

Announcing the shortlist this week Ms 
Pomery said: ‘We have asked Mark, Daniel 
and Richard to refine their proposals and to 
explore the engineering and cost feasibility in 
more detail. Our aim is to meet again in 
January to review their work in the light of 
this information.” 

When asked the point of the consultation 
when the public do not get to chose a final work, 
a spokesman for the Ebbsfleet Landmark 
Project said: We did not seek a statistically sig¬ 
nificant outcome but a snapshot of views.”

Racism on rise in 
county's schools 

THE number of racist incidents report¬ 
ed at schools across the county has 
risen sharply during the last four years, 
according to a BBC investigation. 

Cases involving pupils and teachers 
increased by more than 50 per cent, 
from 596 incidents in 2003/2004, to 901 
in 2006/2007, according to the report. 

During 2006/2007, 41 per cent of 
schools in the county reported racist 
incidents. 

Statistics made available following 
a Freedom of Information request by 
BBC Radio Kent showed Mascalls 
School, a comprehensive in Paddock 
Wood, had the highest number of inci¬ 
dents with 31 in 2006/7. 

Minster College in Sheemess had 
18 incidents, the second highest num¬ 
ber in the county. 

Michelle Hunt, KCC access to infor¬ 
mation co-ordinator, said: We are 
unaware if the numbers reported indi¬ 
cate the establishment of a robust sys¬ 
tem whereby the whole school can 
report incidents in the knowledge that 
issues will be handled sensitively, or 
an increase in prevalence.” 

Report highlights 
fire brigade efforts 

FIREFIGHTERS are rescuing almost 
400 people a year from blazes and 
road crashes, according to figures 
from the county branch of the Fire 
Brigades Union. 

Between 1997 and 2006 more than 
3,000 people were saved by Kent 
fire crews. The FBU said the figures 
were based on Freedom of Information 
requests, answers to parliamentary 
questions and official UK fire statistics, 
and do not include people evacuated for 
their own safety. 

Ricky Matthews of the FBU’s south¬ 
ern region said: “Everyone in the fire 
service knows there is terrible human 
tragedy behind all these incidents. 

“These figures are not a celebration 
of the work of the fire service. But they 
do underline that there is hope, help, 
rescue and survival as well as tragedy.”

£250-a-month sponsorship to a 
social care course and passing her 
driving test within hours of each 
other. 

The 18-year-old is one of nine Mid-Kent 
College students given a place on the entry 
scheme, having come through a gruelling 
application process. 

The youngsters gave a formal presentation 
before facing questions from a professional 
panel of four. 

At the end of the selection process, nine can¬ 
didates were successful in securing sponsor¬ 
ship on the scheme which pays learners £250 
a month for nine months while they are com¬ 
pleting their course. 

Laura said she was thrilled to learn she had 
gained a driving licence and a place on the 
scheme in the same day. 

She said: “I’m relieved to have been offered a 
place on the scheme and excited about the 
year ahead. 

“I can’t believe this has happened. I never 
expected to pass my driving test and get spon¬ 
sored in the same day. I feel like a star.” 

The sponsorship package, now in its second 
year, is delivered in partnership with Medway 
council and KCHT, a charitable Kent-based 
company which provides support to the vul¬ 


nerable. Medway council’s workforce develop¬ 
ment manager, Roger Harrop, broke the happy 
news to the learners. 

He said: “This scheme is instrumental in 
helping raise the status of health and social 
care as a career, and encouraging students to 
move into the health and social care sectors in 
Medway.” 

Throughout the course of the year Lama 


and her peers will undergo regular reviews, 
ensuring that they meet all targets set and 
remain eligible for sponsorship. 

If they perform anything like last year’s 
exemplary candidates, who were all commend¬ 
ed for exceptional commitment to their course 
when they were presented with their certifi¬ 
cates in June, this should prove to be no prob¬ 
lem at all.

Boris's estuary airport 
idea a flight of fancy 


SO LONDON Mayor Boris 
Johnson thinks an artificial island 
in the Thames estuary near the 
Isle of Sheppey is the ideal place 
for a new airport? Well, I don’t. 

And nor do thousands of others who have 
some idea of safety and conservation. 

Heathrow handles more than 500,000 take 
offs and landings a year and it needs to 
expand due to increased demand. 

Well, leaving aside the obvious argument that 
in terms of economic hardship air travel is one 
of the first things to suffer, Heathrow should be 
the continued base for major carriers. 

Everything is in place - from immigration 
and baggage handling to a smartish restau¬ 
rant where you can get a full English break¬ 
fast with wine and beer prior to a flight. 

Building the infrastructure a modem air¬ 
port needs on an artificial island would be an 
astronomical outlay. It would make construct¬ 
ing the Olympic facilities look like putting up 
a new stand at a non-league football ground. 


And what about the transport links? 

Heathrow is quite well served by the under¬ 
ground and mainline trains, and a cab into 
central London isn’t too expensive. 

But what would this offshore island offer? A 
high-speed boat to Sheppey or Sittingboume? 

Certainly rail links would have to be vastly 
improved and roads upgraded. Bridges would 
have to be constmcted to link the whole thing 
to the mainland as well. 

How long would all this take? Probably 
around 20 years if the Channel Tunnel is any¬ 
thing to go by. 

We in the UK are not brilliant at large scale 
engineering projects. They always come in well 
over budget and at a completion date years 
later than first envisaged. 

Then the question is who is going to pay for 
the whole thing? 

At a time when credit is at a premium and 
travel companies at risk is there anyone who 
could come up with the billions and billions of 
pounds this scheme would need? 

Environmental and safety concerns are 
present as well. The area is an important one 


for birds and so would not be the best place for 
aircraft because of the fears of collision. 

It’s obvious Boris’s airport idea is not really 
serious - and I say this for one explosive reason. 

The USS Richard Montgomery lies in the 
Thames estuary along with its cargo of 
extremely volatile ammunition. It is consid¬ 
ered too dangerous to even attempt to move a 
ship which sunk more than 50 years ago. 

Yet this sunken bomb is the place where 
Boris wants to build an airport over the top of. 

Surely his advisors must have told him about 
this potential for his whole airport to be blown 
sky high, killing thousands in the process? 

So we can see this exercise for what it is - an 
appeal to the voters of west London to show 
that their concerns about air traffic are being 
taken seriously by the new mayor. 

It’s a cynical attempt to win votes and good¬ 
will - but what more do you expect from a 
politician of whatever party?

Since UK residents are already 
making more flights than people in 
other countries, we need to cut 
flying in order to reduce emissions. 

Green Party members of the 
Greater London Assembly have 
already forced Mr Johnson to meet 
with the RSPB concerning his 
proposal. There is also the issue of 
the London Array wind farm. 

Does Mr Johnson think jumbo jets 
are going to slalom down the 
estuary through the wind turbines? 

The 341 turbines proposed will be 
up to 175 metres high over an area 
of about 94.6 square miles. 

We need the electricity for 750,000 
homes the Array will produce, not 
another airport. 

The Green Party advocates a £100 
tax on internal flights to push 
people to use rail for long journeys 
within the UK. 

Each UK household is making 
about one third of its carbon 
emissions through flights. 

Even more surprising, the UK is 


top for aviation emissions per adult, 
far ahead of the USA. Each UK 
adult averages about 603kg of 
carbon from aviation use per year. 
The US average is only 275kg. 

Domestic tourism and rail travel 
to the continent can substitute for 
flights, helping boost tourism. 

Kent Green Party wants 
Rochester, Manston and Lydd 
airports converted to other leisure 
uses to support domestic tourism, 
not international flights.

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Revel in the new and old India

IT FEELS a bit like the cheat’s way 
to enjoy India - reclining by the pool 
after a stress-busting massage, with 
Champagne in hand and an army 
of waiters standing by It’s a far ciy 
from my friends’ tales of budget 
backpacking and Delhi belly 

But while this might not be a cheap hippie 
trail through South Asia, neither is our visit 
one of old-fashioned opulence, with exotic ele¬ 
phant rides or maharaja-style luxury, as was 
once sought after by many a well-heeled trav¬ 
eller to the colonial jewel in the Crown’. 

This is the ‘new’ India; one of the world’s 
largest economies, with a staggering growth 
rate of 8.5 per cent in 2006 and 2007, a film 
industry rivalling Hollywood and a population 
set to overtake China’s by 2030. 

Amid vast social and cultural changes, the 
typical tourist experience is undergoing its 
own transformation. 

We’re staying at the Park Hotel in Delhi, 
which admittedly offers luxury beyond the 
means of most locals (it has a rather over¬ 
whelming staff to guestroom ratio of more 
than two to one). But as one of the country’s 
first boutique hotels, its contemporary take on 
Indian hospitality seems a suitable starting 
point for exploring the changing subcontinent. 

Set back from hectic Connaught Place - 
the commercial hub of New Delhi - the 
hotel’s modern and funky design could be at 
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STUNNING: Mughal Emperor Humayun's tomb, one of 
most famous monuments in Delhi, is best enjoyed in the 
late afternoon sun 


home in any cosmopolitan city, but there is 
an emphasis on Indian traditions presented 
in a new light. 

But Delhi is knocking on the door; we have 
sights to see and walks around the beautiful 
Indo-Islamic Qutub Minar, the world’s tallest 
brick minaret (pictured right), or the stunning 
Mughal-designed Humayun’s Tomb, are best 
appreciated in the late afternoon sun. 

Juxtaposed with the stately calm of these 
must-see sights is the chaos of local people 
going about their everyday life, with their 
hands firmly pressed on their car horns. 

If your nerves are up to it, hurtle along in a 


cycle rickshaw towards the enormous 17th 
century Red Fort, and get lost on foot in the 
winding bazaars around Chandni Chowk 
street. Here the pandemonium of Old Delhi is 
far removed from the gracious boulevards of 
Edward Lutyens’ New Delhi. 

In contrast the next stop on our trip, 
Chennai, formerly Madras, has a relatively 
small-town feel - despite being home to well 
over four million people. The city, a two-and-a- 
half hour flight south from the capital, is 
India’s fourth largest metropolis and the state 
capital of Tamil Nadu. 

Down here in India’s deep south, there is 
plenty of culture to rival Delhi’s offerings. It’s 
well worth the 60km drive from Chennai to 
the 7th century temples and sculptures at 
Mahabalipuram, carved with intricate scenes 
from Hindu mythology and the Panchatantra 
animal fables. 

For a modern-day, but no less impressive, 
flavour of Tamil Nadu culture, tour the class¬ 
rooms of the Kalakshetra Foundation, where 
ambitious youngsters learn the traditional 
dance form Bharatanatyam. It’s a fascinating 
glimpse into a monastic-like retreat, some¬ 
thing akin to a strict spiritual Indian version 
of Fame Academy. 

The relaxed vibe continues back at our 
base, the city’s own Park Hotel, where the 
pale, bamboo-themed lobby has a more laid- 
back atmosphere than its bustling counter¬ 
part in Delhi. 

Amid vast social and cultural changes, the 
‘new’ India provides a totally transforming 
tourist experience.

ON REFLECTION: Kiefer Sutherland has never been keen on watching himself on film

UNLIKE many actors, 
Kiefer Sutherland does¬ 
n’t like looking at himself. 
For one thing, he only has 
a single mirror in his 
house. 

And for another, he isn’t really 
interested in seeing himself on 
film. For a star with a string of hit 
movies to his name and a success¬ 
ful stint on TV show 24, he is sur¬ 
prisingly down to earth. 

“I’ve always thought I look dif¬ 
ferent in my head than what I 
see,” explains Kiefer. 

“I have a hard time looking at 
myself. I remember I saw Stand 
By Me for the first time and 
thought my career was over. I 
wanted that character to be 
emblematic of the 1950s and I 
wanted him to look like Jimmy 
Dean. 

“So in my head, when I’m mak¬ 
ing it, all those things are there. 
Then I went and saw it - and it 
was me. I was really disappointed 
with that. 

“I’ve always been much happier 
with what I thought I’d looked 
like and what I thought I was 
doing, than looking at the physi¬ 
cal reality. I try to avoid it.” 

Mirrors is the title of Kiefer’s 
new film in which he stars as Ben 
Carson, an ex-cop turned security 
guard who is sent to watch over a 
creepy abandoned building in 
New York after splitting from his 
wife and their two kids. 

Things take a terrifying turn 
when he starts seeing scary and 
violent images in the ornate mir¬ 
rors which adorn the building’s 
walls. Worse still, the spirits 
inside begin to take hold of his 
and his family’s lives, with horrif¬ 
ic consequences. 


“One of the things that attract¬ 
ed me to this guy is that he’s at an 
all-time low,” explains Kiefer. 

“He’s lost his job, he’s lost his 
wife and he can’t see his kids. You 
see this guy pick himself up by 
the bootstraps and go and get a 
job he really doesn’t want in order 


to try to make enough money so 
he can take care of his responsi¬ 
bilities and try to build back up. 

“It’s hard to do anything right if 
your confidence or self-esteem is 
low,” he adds. “It’s almost impossi¬ 
ble. Those are the times you say 
and do stupid things because

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you’re so desperate. I can’t speak 
for anybody else, but I’ve certain¬ 
ly been there.” 

Kiefer, who admits he gets 
scared “pretty easily”, was keen to 
work with French director 
Alexandre Aja and do something 
in the horror genre away from 24 
(he is immersed in a gruelling 
filming schedule for the seventh 
season of the show). 

He filmed Mirrors after com¬ 
pleting season six of the show, fin¬ 
ishing the shoot on weekends. 

“Certain opportunities present 
themselves and you want to take 
advantage of them,” he says about 
his mammoth workload. 

“As an actor, your desire is to 
elicit a response from an audi¬ 
ence. There is no better genre to 
do that in than this. I can physi¬ 
cally move you in your seat. 

“For me, I get very affected by 
films. I have a contract when I see 
a movie between myself and the 
film which is that I will surrender 
and give myself up, suspend my 
disbelief so it will take me some¬ 
where. 

“And that makes me very vul¬ 
nerable to a film like this. So it 
was a lot easier to make the film 
than to watch it.”

THE thin line between profession¬ 
al music journalist and 
gushing over-the-top fan is at 
times difficult to maintain. 

Even the most hardened hack has been 
known to regress into nothing more than a 
blubbering mess once given ten minutes on 
the phone or a quick face-to-face with their 
very-literal ‘pop idols’. 

I had visions that interviewing Camera 
Obscura’s singer songwriter Tracyanne 
Campbell would temporarily transform me 
into a 15-year-old smitten schoolboy and so I 
took the necessary steps to protect my journal¬ 
istic integrity. 

Using the social networking powerhouse 
that is Facebook I invited fans who have 
bought tickets to the Scottish indie pop rock¬ 
ers’ Canterbury gig to submit their questions 
to Tracyanne, giving me little room for an 
‘unfortunate’ ad-lib. 

A selection of the best are below: 

Valerie asked: Who are your musical influences? 

There are millions of influences, too many to 
mention. I suppose if I had to list a few I’d say 
Dion, Diana Ross and The Supremes and Kris 
Kristofferson. I like singer/songwriters. 

Ruth asked: why do you think the music industry is so male- 
dominated and why are there so few women in bands? 

The world’s male dominated. The reasons for that 
are probably too heavy and many to go into this 
morning. I don’t think there are so few women in 
bands. Each day it becomes more acceptable for 
women to be hunting bands. Maybe the person 
who asked that is reading the wrong music mag¬ 
azines, which are full of the skinny jeans brigade. 
I mean, I’m a girl in a band and have been for a 
long time. I have experienced some extent of sex¬ 
ism in the industry but it hasn’t stopped me from 
doing what I want to do. 

Kerry asked: If you had to be replaced by any famous male vocal¬ 
ist who would be most suited to the Camera Obscura sound? 

I don’t know. I think Dion would be great. He can

come in and do what I do. I think he would do a 
great job and would make our music better. 

Vince asked: What made you choose Super Trouper as a 
cover version? 

We made the album in Sweden and we like 
ABBA, or at least some of us do, and were 
asked to do a radio session so we just played 
that song. We’ve done it at a few gigs since and 
people seem to quite like it. 

John asked: How much emphasis do you put on chart suc¬ 
cess and album sales? 

None. It’s not relevant these days. People who 
aren’t in bands don’t realise how the industry 
works. Back in the day chart success was 
everything but it’s doesn’t work like that 
nowadays. I would bet most of the people who 
have our music haven’t bought our albums. 
Getting into the Top 10 is nothing we think 
about, which is a bit sad. I’d still be really 
excited if we got high up the charts but don’t 
see it as important. 

Jodie asked: You've been reported as dismissing the oft-used 
Belle and Sebastian comparison as lazy journalism'. Who 
would you compare the band to? 

I don’t want to compare the band to anyone else. 
There’s nothing I find more boring than reading 


a review of a band where the journalist com¬ 
pares them to someone else. I don’t want to say 
‘listen to us because we sound like so-and-so’. 
However, if someone did compare us to someone 
we like or have been influenced by I think I 
would be more flattered than dismissive. 

I asked: Have you played in Canterbury before and why did 
you choose to play there? 

No, we’ve never been there before so it should 
be a lot of fun. I’m told it’s beautiful there, in 
the Garden of England. We took the gig on 
because we wanted to keep our hand in in 
terms of playing live. We’ve been doing festival 
dates but we don’t really start going until next 
year. We were asked to play in Canterbury and 
so we thought we’d build a little tour around 
that night, playing in places we’ve never played 
before or have only played once. 

I also asked: What can we expect on the night? 

We’ll try and play a wee bit of everything. 
We’ve recorded our new album so we’ll try and 
play a few new songs but that might be diffi¬ 
cult as we haven’t rehearsed since we finished 
in the studio. Maybe we’ll do a completely dif¬ 
ferent set to the one we normally play in 
London or Glasgow. It’s always difficult to 
know what people want. 

Andy asked: Your plectrum tin was recently stolen during a 
gig in Manchester. Has it been returned yet? 

No. I don’t think it ever will be. I’m over it now. 
I made an appeal on our website for it to be 
returned as I’d had that tin from the first time 
we ever went on tour, it’s been all over the 
world with me. Someone very close gave it to 
me and it was also a handy wee tin to keep my 
plectrums and capo in. I normally kept the tin 
on top of my amp but for this gig put it near 
my pedal board. As we went off I remember 
thinking ‘should I take this off with me?’ but 
then decided against it. When we came back 
on for the encore it was gone.

Labour 'will not 
scrap targets' 

HOUSING and planning minister 
Caroline Flint has insisted that the 
Government will not scrap its housing 
targets which have been set out for the 
next 12 years. 

Her comments, made at the Labour 
Party conference in Manchester, came as 
a housing expert warned that the cur¬ 
rent credit crunch was undermining the 
target of up to three million new homes 
by 2020. 

Thousands of new homes have been 
proposed for the county, with the 
Thames Gateway and Ashford the prin¬ 
cipal proposed growth areas. 

Planners insist fluctuations in the 
housing market have been factored into 
calculations. 

However, National Housing Feder¬ 
ation chief executive David Orr warned 
the 2020 target could be missed by up to 
nine years without further Government 
intervention in the housing market. 

Mr Orr claimed that without radical 
action, only just over half the target is 
likely to be built by 2020. He calculated 
that on present showing 1.6 million 
homes could be built by the end of the 
next decade. 

And he said housing associations could 
more than double their present building 
rate, with help from the Government, to 
make the target more feasible. 

Mr Orr said: “With the global credit 
crunch worsening and conditions getting 
tougher for all housebuilders, it is time 
to recognise that the very commendable 
2020 target is now almost impossible.” 

Ms Flint, though, stressed that the 
original 2020 target remains in place. 

She told the party conference: “Scep¬ 
tics ask me to scrap our target of240,000 
new homes a year - three million more 
homes by 2020. 

“They want us to admit defeat. We 
won’t give up that easily. Labour will 
build the homes Britain needs.” 

Signs of life 

THE housing market is picking up after 
the summer, according to Ward and 
Partners estate agency. 

Analysts say that instead of it remain¬ 
ing slow, trade is increasing. 

“It’s too early to say things are definite¬ 
ly on the up,” said regional managing 
director Lee Crane. 

“But Government schemes introduced 
to help buyers, such as stamp duty 
reform and low interest loans, have 
helped. September saw an improvement 
in sales.” 


THE average first-time buyer 
thinks it will take two years of sav¬ 
ing to reach the £19,100 they 
believe is necessary for a deposit on 
a home. 

The news comes from a survey by the Co¬ 
operative Bank and Places for People. 

The survey also found that 54 per cent 
believed renting was “throwing money down 
the drain”. 

A large number, 91 per cent, said they were 
willing to make sacrifices to achieve their 
homeowning dreams - up considerably from 
just 57 per cent before the credit crunch kicked 
in. 

The top sacrifice, made by 53 per cent, was 
stopping eating out, with holidays and week¬ 
ends away also ruled out for 50 per cent. 

And 46 per cent had lowered their expecta¬ 
tions when it came to properties they were 
viewing. 

Of these, 49 per cent were willing to do with¬ 
out the luxury of an extra bathroom, followed 
closely by a veto on garages. 

But while 40 per cent were willing to see 
their outdoor space shrink to secure a sale, 78 
per cent of first-timers simply would not enter¬ 
tain the prospect of no garden at all. 

Victoria Drummond, operations manager for 
Ownhome, a shared equity scheme offered by 
the Co-operative Bank and Places for People, 
said: “This research shows that the dream of 
owning a home is now out of reach for many 
first-time buyers as they struggle to save for 
a deposit against a backdrop of soaring house¬ 


hold bills and the increased cost of living. 

“As a result, many more people are being 
entrepreneurial and making sacrifices in a bid 
to try to claw their way onto the property lad¬ 
der including cutting down on eating out, hol¬ 
idaying in the UK rather than abroad, and 
swapping supermarkets to drive down their 


food bills. 

“It is essential that the Government and the 
housing industry continue to offer simple, 
clear and innovative products that provide 
first-time buyers with the essential financial 
support needed to help them take their first 
steps on to the property ladder.” 


'No evidence' of firms hoarding land 


THE Office of Fair Trading has 
backed the housebuilding indus¬ 
try after accusations that proper¬ 
ty prices were being affected by 
developers hoarding land. 

The review, which began in 
June 2007, concluded that the 


industry remained broadly com¬ 
petitive, with prices of new-builds 
having to compete against those 
of older properties. 

The organisation also ruled that 
there was no clear evidence of any 
one developer having a continu¬ 


ing market advantage over the 
rest. 

The report concluded: “We have 
not found any evidence that 
homebuilders have the ability to 
anti-competitively hoard land or 
own a large amount of land with 


planning permission on which 
they have not started to build. 

“Apart from the homebuilding 
firms, the available information 
suggests that the largest land- 
bank’ may be that held by the 
public sector.”

NISSAN chiefs must be fuming at glob¬ 
al financial woes just as the Japanese 
marque finalises its UK/European 
launch of the Infiniti luxury brand.

FINALLY, Skoda’s transformation 
is complete. 

The previous Octavia was the first modem 
Skoda for which owners needn’t apologise. 
Its replacement is the first they can really 
boast about. 

Price is still important, but does not have to 
be; anyone could buy an Octavia and be happy 
without counting the pounds saved. 

It still relies on technology from VW - 
Skoda’s owner since 1991 - and the superb 
balance of handling and ride is courtesy of the 
latest Golf, but the Czech manufacturer clear¬ 
ly put its own thoughts and care into the car. 

There is lots of useful stowage, hinged 
luggage/shopping bag hooks in the boot and 
a well-arranged dashboard, even if the interi¬ 
or follows the solid, but rather austere style of 
its predecessor. 

Everything is logically arranged, but doesn’t 
excite and the standard plastic steering wheel 
feels distinctly unfriendly even if chrome and 
durable materials appear elsewhere. 

Secondly, for a car majoring on boot space - 
the hatchback can take 560 litres with rear 
seats in place and a staggering 1,350 when flat 


- split folding seats should be standard, but do 
not appear on entry level Classic versions. 

Nevertheless, equipment is generous overall 
and I am carping about a car that starts at just 
£11,145, pitching it mostly against cars in 
the smaller Ford Focus category rather than 
bigger Mondeo class. 

Avoid the asthmatic 75bhp 1.4i Classic entry 
model anyway; at Skoda prices you would 
be silly not to go for the VW-derived diesels 
(from £13,750). 

The 105bhp 1.9TDI fitted to our test car or 
140bhp 2.0TDI, are refined with lots of punch 
low down the rev range, allowing the driver to 
be lazy or sporty with gear changes. 

Good news now is that the Octavia is also 
about to get a midlife makeover so there are 
good deals on outgoing versions including 
the hot Octavia vRS hatchback pictured (from 
£17,900), which gets £1,100 of extra equip¬ 
ment for free. 

Apart from the hatchback all-rounder, there 
is also an estate line-up available with all¬ 
wheel drive - a cut-price Audi Avant Quattro 

- and even a higher-riding Scout 4x4 estate.

HIGH-tech users are being warned 
not to put personal data on phones 
and laptops after research found 
that an incredible 60,000 hand¬ 
held devices had been left in the 
back of black cabs in the last six 
months alone. 

ID fraud expert Equifax, which has a num¬ 
ber of Kent customers, said that the initial 
inconvenience of being without your phone is 
one thing, but there are much more serious 
implications. 

“Unfortunately, our mobiles and 
BlackBerrrys have become the equivalent 
of our address books,” said Neil Munroe, exter¬ 
nal affairs director. 

“And what that means if we lose them is

that we lose a lot of valuable information 
that could be used by fraudsters to steal 
our identity.” 

A survey conducted by the firm among cus¬ 
tomers in April revealed that 16 per cent put 
PIN numbers on their mobile devices while 24 
per cent recorded birthday dates. 

And an amazing half said they stored bank 
details on laptops, mobiles and BlackBerrys. 

“The advent of chip and PIN and an 
increased focus on electronic security mean 
that more passwords and PINs need to be 
remembered than ever before,” said Mr 
Munroe. “But that can be a challenge, espe¬ 
cially if you have several bank accounts and 
credit cards. 

“Consumers really must not store those 


numbers and passwords on their mobiles or 
BlackBerrys. Fraudsters are very clever and 
can quickly go through an address book to 
spot the number that clearly isn’t a telephone 
number. 

“While most people now recognise the 
importance of securing their laptops, many 
don’t do the same for their mobile phones or 
other hand-held equipment. 

“All should be password-protected and users 
should avoid storing key personal information 
on them. The moral of the story is don’t put it 
on there if you don’t have to.” 

The firm advises applying for a copy of your 
credit file to look out for any unauthorised 
activity, shredding statements bills and direct 
mail which contains personal information, 
redirecting mail if you move, and always 
checking bank statements and credit card 
statements carefully against receipts.

Pre-season pain pays off 
as Fuller takes his chance 

NO-ONE personifies the contrast in 
fortunes at Gillingham between this season 
and last than Barry Fuller. 

The Ashford-born full-back initially 
struggled to make an impact after signing 
from Stevenage Borough in January. 

But a change in formation this season 
gave Fuller a chance to play regularly and 
the 24-year-old has been one of the team’s 
most consistent performers, playing every 
minute so far. 

It has been a rapid turnaround for the 
former Charlton Athletic apprentice who 
ended last season on the surgeon’s table 
after badly breaking two fingers playing 
against Millwall.

Despite needing seven screws put into his 
fingers to correct the injury, Fuller was one 
of the first players back into pre-season 
training and it has paid off as he looks 
increasingly at ease in the first team. 

He said: “This season I have been playing 
so my confidence has risen. When I came 
in last year I played one or two and then I 
was out for a couple. 

“The gaffer went to 3-5-2 and thought 
Nicky Southall was more attacking than 
me so I took it on the chin, worked hard in 
pre-season and have kept going really. This 
is the fittest I have ever been in my career. 

“I have proved myself by playing in every 
game and I just hope I can keep it going 
until the end of the season.”
